REPORT 


[To accompany H. J. Res. 443] 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the resolu- 
tion (H. J. Res. 443) to increase the appropriation authorization for 
the Woodrow Wilson Centennial Celebration Commission, having 
considered the same, reports favorably thereon, without amendment, 
and recommends that the resolution be adopted. 


PURPOSE 


The purpose of the proposed legislation is to authorize an additional 
$48,500 to be appropriated to assist the Woodrow Wilson Centennial 
Celebration Commission to carry out its plans for the celebration this 
year of the 100th anniversary of the birth of Woodrow Wilson. 


STATEMENT 


Public Law 705 of the 83d Congress (68 Stat. 964) approved August 
30, 1954, established the Woodrow Wilson Centennial Celebration 
Commission to develop and execute plans for the celebration in 1956 
of the 100th anniversary of the birth of Woodrow Wilson in Staunton,

Section 5 of the original joint resolution authorized an appropriation 
of not more than $10,000. This sum of $10,000 was appropriated in 
the Appropriation Act for the Department of the Interior—Related 
Agencies, 1956 (Public Law 78, 84th Cong. 1st sess., June 16, 1955; 
69 Stat. 157). Also in the Ist session of the 84th Congress the com- 
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mittee favorably reported a bill authorizing an additional $41,500 for 
the use of the- Woodrow Wilson Commission (Public Law 192, 84th 
Cong. 1st sess., July 29, 1955; 69 Stat. 395). Accordingly, the sum of 
$41,500 was appropriated in the Legislative Appropriation Act of 
1956 (Public Law 242, 84th Cong., Ist sess., August’ 5, 1955; 69 Stat. 
519). . There has been, therefore, appropriated to date a total of 
$51,500 for the use of the Woodrow Wilson Centennial Celebration 
Commission. 

The Commission has estimated that its total budgetary needs from 
its creation in 1955 to its dissolution at the end of this year, will be 
$98,043. This budget is as follows:

Of this total of approximately $100,000, $51,500 has already been 
appropriated. 


The committee is advised that additional funds are necessary for the 
use of the Commission in order to accomplish adequately the purposes 
set forth in the resolution creating the Commission. - The committee 
believes that it is necessary that the Commission be given every 
assistance in order to organize centennial celebration programs appro- 
priate to the AARAA and significance in American history 
of the 28th President of the United States and to bring the work of the 
Commission to a fitting climax in this centennial year. The com- 
mittee, therefore, is of the belief that this resolution authorizing addi- 
tional appropriations not to exceed $48,500 is meritorious and there- 
fore recommends favorable consideration of House Joint Resolution 
443.
